N May 4, Ambassador W. Be- 
0 dell Smith, before leaving for

Two years ago during my initial 
conversation with Generalissimo 
Stalin and yourself, I stated as 
clearly as possible my estimate 
of the inevitable reaction of the 
American people to the continu- 
ance of a policy by the Soviet 
Government which would appear 
to have as its purpose the pro- 
gressive extension of the area of 
Soviet power. At that time, I 
pointed. out that it would be a 
grave misinterpretation of the 
fundamentally pacific character 
of the American people to believe 
that they would not react strong- 
ly and vigorously to the progres- 
sive domination by one country 
of its neighbofs and the clear 
threat to the world community 
which auch. action would imply. 

I emphasized at that time. that 
the United States had no desire 
whatever to see the world divided 
into two major groupings, nor to

At the same time the Soviet 
Government deems it necessary to 
state that it is unable to agree 
with the Government of the 
United States in that the present 
unsatisfactory state of Soviet- 
American relations and interna- 
tional tension are caused by the 
policy of the U.S. S. R. in eastern 
Europe and y 4 the growing in- 
fluence of the Soviet Union there. 


Denial of Secret Protocols. 


As regards relations between 
the U.S. S. R. and its neighbors as 
well as other countries in Europe, 
the Soviet Government is in a 
position to note with satisfac- 
tion that these relations indeed 
have considerably improved since 
the war. It is known that this 
has found expression in the con- 
clusion of treaties of friendship 
and mutual assistance between 
the U.S. S. R. and those countries, 
treaties which are aimed exclu- 
sively against a repetition of ag- 
gression on the part of Germany 
and her possible allies and which, 
contrary to the statement of Am- 
bassador Smith, contain no secret 
protocols whatever. The above- 
mentioned countries which were 
swept by German ssion are 
especially interested in conclusion 
of such treaties. 

It is known that the United 
States also is pursuing a policy of 
consolidating its relations with 
neighboring countries, such as for 
instance .Canada and Mexico as 
well as other American countries, 
which is perfectly comprehensible, 


It is equally comprehensible 
that the Soviet Union also is 
pursuing a policy of consolidat- 
ing its relations with neighbor- 
ing and other countries of Eu- 
rope. The policy of consolidat- 
ing friendly relations with these 


countries of Burope will be pur- 
sued by the Soviet Union in the 
future well.

The statement of the United 
States Government said certain 
foreign policy elements of the 
United States in other countries 
which evoke the discontent of the 
U.S. S. R. are caused by the exces- 
sive influence of the Soviet Union 
on the domestic affairs of those 
countries.

Our people were as 
stated previously, completely un-

The United States appreciates 
and fully understands the desire, 
and indeed the necessity, of close 
and friendly relations between the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lics and its neighbors, but that 
here again facts spoke for them- 
selves, and I was fully familiar 
with events which followed the 
acceptance by Czechoslovakia of 
the invitation to the ERP confer- 
ence in Paris and subsequent re- 
versal of this acceptance during 
the immediately following visit of 
Masaryk and Gottwald to Moscow. 


A country like my own which 
permitted complete freedom of po- 
litical thought and expression did 
not oppose Communism because 
of its Marxian ideology, but purely 
and simply because we had seen 
repeated instances of Communist 
minorities coming into power by 
illegal means and against the will 
of the majority of the population 
in the countries referred to. 

The United States remained con- 
vinced that these minority coups 
d’etat would have been quite im- 
possible without the moral and 
physical support of the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics. 


With respect to trade agree- 
ments, there was nothing the 
United States would like better 
under conditions of reasonable 
and honest understanding than to 
participate in expanding trade 
with the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics and to contribute to 
the economic recovery of the So- 
viet states which had suffered 
during the war. 

If proof were desired of our pre- 
vious feelings in this respect, it 
would be found in fact that under 
lend-lease we had shipped to the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lics enormous values in basic in- 
dustrial plants . which when 
shipped obviously would not be in 
production in time to contribute 
to the war effort.

Went to Texas A. & M. 


Gen. Leavey, born in Longview, 
Tex., in 1894, was appointed to 
the West Point Military Academy 
in 1914 after he had spent two 
years at Texas A. & M., study- 
ing civil engineering. He was 
graduated in the upper third of 
his class and on the day he was 
commissioned a permanent second 
lieutenant of engineers, in 1917, 
he was given the temporary rank 
of captain and was assigned to 
Fort Bliss, Tex.

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U.S., ITALIAN TREATY 
CONTAINS PLEDGE ON 
F REE INFORMATION 


WASHINGTON, May 11 (AP) — 
The United States and Italy have 
negotiated a precedent - setting 
treaty guarantecing a free ex- 
change of information between 
the two nations. 

The pact, first general com- 
mercial treaty to be worked out 
between this country and a Euro- 
pean nation since 1934, is before a 
Senate Foreign Relations subcom- 
mittee. It must be ratified by the 
Senate before becoming effective. 

Designed to provide a basis for 
cultural, business and trade rela- 
tions between the two countries, 
the treaty specifies that both Ital- 
lan and American citizens, cor- 
porations or associations will have 
the right to gather and publish 
information in either country. 

It would bind the United States 
and Italy to observe the principles 
of press freedom and free ex- 
change of information. 

Chairman Elbert Thomas 
(Dem.), Utah, of the Senate sub- 
committee, hailed this provision as 
“a remarkable victory.” 

During the group’s hearings on 
the pact, Assistant Secretary of 
State Willard Thorpe said it of- 
fers “a minimum standard of 
treatment which we hope may be 
included in many bilateral treaties 
hereafter.” He said it should pro- 
vide “worthwhile protection for 
American nationals engaged in in- 


formation activities.”

The Brookings Report 


Under the impressive imprint of the Brook- 
ings Foundation, two doctors hau prepared a 
report hostile to reforms in medical economics. 
Already the St. Louis Medical Society has used 
this “investigation by a disinterested lay organi- 
zation” in its battle against change. 

Although the report asserts that there are not 
enough doctors in the United States to treat all 
the patients who would come to them under a 
national health program, the organized profes- 
sion is not likely to stress its role in reducing 


the number of medical schools from 160 in 1908 


to 76 in 1930. ö 
Some old medical schools no doubt should 


have been closed. But why his it been possible 


to open only one acceptable school since 1930? 
The enrollment in approved medical schools ‘was 
only about 22,000 and the number of graduates 
around 5000 in each of these years despite a 
population increase of about 20,000,000 in the 


period. Perhaps federal aid is just what is 


needed to train the doctors necessary for the 
adequate medical care of the American people. 

The Brookings report goes fairly far with 
those doctors who feel that, all things consid- 
ered, medical care is about as adequate and 
available as it can be in this less than perfect 
world. “Probably no great nation in the world,” 
it says, “has among its white population better 
health than prevails in the United States.” 
Probably that statement is beyond question—so 
far as it goes. But the report is forced to con- 
fess that it is another story among the “non- 
whites,” in rural areas, and among the poor. 

The wartime revelations of selective service 
examinations, however, are brushed aside as an 
“unreliable” guide “to show the extent of the 
medical needs of the country as a whole.” Tech- 
nically, this, too, may be so. The draft, after all, 
brought in only the young men of the United 
States. But if so many men in the flower of 
youth had to be rejected because of bad health, 
their elders must be in even worse condition. 

Perhaps the report had these in mind when it 
said that “the large majority of American fami- 
lies have the resources to pay for adequate medi- 
cal care if they elect to give it a high priority 
among the several objects of expenditure.” The 
unevenness of medical fees—the “soak the rich 
and pity the poor” policy of many doctors— 
makes flat statements on this point impossible. 

Many a reasonably thrifty and prudent family, 
nevertheless, has seen its finances utter 
wrecked and its future mortgaged by the high 
cost of protracted illness. It is from just such 
persons, as well as from the improvident and 
the impoverished, that the demand for a govern- 
ment-sponsored medical plan arises, — * 

As in the Murray-Wagner-Dingell bill, the 
chief feature of such plans is compulsory health 
insurance. This the report opposes with the old 
arguments about governmental regulation, poli- 
tics in medicine, higher costs because of admini- 
strative expenses, etc. Most of these have been 
answered over and over again. Administrative 
costs, for example, would be more than offset by 
the savings effected through the pooling of risks. 
That has been demonstrated by the various pri- 
vate hospitalization insurance plans. 

It is true, as the report says, that medicine is 
not to be blamed for the economic status of 
those who are unable to avail themselves fully of 
its services. ‘That is like saying that in our 
economy not everybody can afford a custom- 
built automobile. But; unlike limousines, medi- 
cal care is not a luxury. It is an absolute es- 
sential. Both individual and national welfare 
demand it. 

If the organized doctors long ago had taken 
the initiative against this problem, there might 
be less demand now for federal action. Their 
sincere co-operation still could hold the impact 
on their practice to the minimum. What is in- 
volved here is not a crusade against doctors, but 
an effort to help the neglected millions.

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Chiang Should Be Ready to Listen 

The growing disintegration of the Nationalist 
Government, and the rise of a formidable oppo- 
nent in the person of Gen, Li Tsung-jen, should 
combine to make Chiang Kai-shek more amen- 
able to the United States’ pressure for basic re- 
forms. : 

‘This should be the more so because Gen, Li 
became popular by advocating such reforms—re- 
distribution of the land, discharge of incompe- 
tent and corrupt officials and party leaders, and 
strengthening of the military. 

Li is the first man in years to be spoken of 
by any considerable number of the Chinese as 
a possible replacement for Chiang. His election 
as vice-presiderftt, over Chiang’s opposition, makes 
him a formidable opponent. How hopeful his 
rise to influence really is, however, is not yet 
entirely clear. Though he is a reform leader he 
is also a military hero, and with the backing he 
commands from the Army there is always the 
danger that he could turn into a man on horse- 


back. 
While the United States may well prefer a 


wait-and-see attitude toward Gen. Li and the 


movement he represents, it could point to this 
movement, and to the worsening economic and 
military position of the Nationalist Government, 
in representing to Chiang that he can no longer 
safely defer the reforms which this Government 
has long been commending to him. 
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For Better Schools in Missouri 


Patience and time may yet give Missouri a 
modern public school system and one that is 


equitably supported. Gov. Donnelly yesterday 


signed four bills for this purpose, and he is ex- 
pected to approve an even more important fifth 
measure. 

Two of the new laws concern teacher stand- 
ards. They centralize the certification of teach- 
ers in the State Department of Education and 
put the faculties of the teachers’ colleges under 
the state teachers’ pension plan. The measures 
should help to bring about better instruction, 
but they hardly are a: substitute for more at- 
tractive salaries in these days of high wages 
and high prices. 

Another measure requires local school dis- 
tricts to levy the maximum constitutional school 
tax before becoming eligible for state aid. This 
means 65 cents per $100 in rural districts-—89 
cents fh districts maintaining high schools—and 
$1 in St. Louis, This will end many. a cheap 
ride for rural taxpayers. It will no longer be 
possible for their districts to meet most ‘school 
expenses with state grants and thus to hold the 
local tax to the minimum. 

The bill which the Governor has not yet 
signed is closely related to the last mentioned 
measure. It would encourage districts with 
small school populations to merge for the pur- 
pose of maintaining better facilities. The con- 
solidated school long has been recognized as the 


necessary ‘substitute for the one-room school © 


have penalized districts which did not work up 


their own consolidation plans or accept those 
worked up for them, It would have done so by 
reducing their claim to state funds. But even 
without this provision, the measure should make 
a contribution to better schooling in rural 
Missouri. 

Disinterested, educational experts may find 
this legislative program considerably short of 
the ideal. But those who know the influence of 
the rural school lobby in Missouri are in- 
clined to regard it as a not inconsiderable 
accomplishment. 


To the Bitter End 


The country breathed easier last night when 
it was announced that the railroad strike had 
been called off. For more than a week it had 
lived in apprehension of the calamitous effect of 
such a strike, Seizure of the roads, followed by 
a court order, brings an eight-day breathing 
spell. A hearing before Judge Goldsborough 
will be held May 19, to decide whether the re- 
straining order should be extended. b 


The union leaders played out their game to 
the bitter end. In order to stop the strike, it 
was necessary to exhume an unrepealed law of 
World War I days, giving the Government pow- 
er over transportation in war emergencies. This 
is hardly an ideal remedy, nor is it ideal for 
the roads to be turned over to the Army. But 
it was the only device in the Government’s 
hands. Even then, the union leaders held out. 
They waited until a judicial ruling could be 
added to the executive action. 

Public opinion, we believe, will have no dit- 
ficulty in crystallizing on this issue. The three 
brotherhoods have had their day in court—and 
it was a long one. They refused to accept the 
recommendation of the President’s fact-finding 
board, although 19 other railroad unions had 
done so. They remained so stubborn during a 
period of mediation that it was never possible 
even to get them to sit down at a table with 
the operators. 

Finally, the whole question was referred to 
the White House, and for three days presiden- 
tial assistant John Steelman wrestled with the 
problem—in vain. Meantime, the nation was 
subjected to a war of nerves. An embargo was 
placed upon perishable goods. Commerce and 
industry throughout the country prepared to 
slow up or halt entirely. 


Here surely is a classic example of union ir- 
responsibility, of the misuse of power, of the 
extension of power into license. It may very 
well produce harsh restrictive legislation. It 
may subject the railroad unions to the provisions 
of the Taft-Hartley law, which they do not like 
and from which they were specifically exempted. 
It will cause men like Senator Ball to call for 

the breaking of the monopoly hold of national 
unions on vital industries. : 

The three brotherhoods have gained nothing; 
instead, they have done a profound disservice to 
the whole nation.

A Failure of Self- Restraint 


For the first time this year, a month's sales of 
United States Series E Savings Bonds have been. 
exceeded by bonds cashed in. These bonds are 
a particularly attractive means of savings, but 
April redemptions outran sales by $26,000,000. 
Since Congress has decided that voluntary re- 
straints shall be about all the anti-inflation 
policy the country will have, this figure means 
that more ground is being lost to inflation.

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The Question to Decide 

Did Gov, Donnelly have the authority under 
the Missouri Constitution to fire the State 
Training School Board? That is the question 
raised by the suit of five of the six members of 
the old board. It is an important question. It 
should be settled on its own merits without any 
consideration of other aspects of the controversy 


over the administration of the school for delin 


quent boys at Boonville. 

Despite the obvious desirability of clearing up 
this question of authority, a move has been 
made to block its determination. Attorney Gen- 
eral J. E. Taylor has filed suggestions in the 
State Supreme Court urging it to refuse permis- 
sion for the filing of the ouster suit. The ouster 
suit would be against the new board, headed by 
Alfred ‘Fleishman of St. Louis, as a means of 
testing its authority to sit. Attorney General 
Taylor takes the position that Prosecuting At- 


torney James G. Kimbrell of Jackson county, 


who permitted use of his name in the filing of 
the test suit, erred in doing so. Mr, Kimbrell 

was acting for Richard S. Righter of Kansas 

City, one of the members of the old board. 

The Missouri Supreme Court should, in our 
opinion, take a: broad view of the issue. Rather 
than dismiss the test on narrow grounds, it 
should welcome the opportunity to examine and 
decide the question of the authority of the Gov- 
ernor to his appointees without first holding 
the hearing which the statutes provide for. Such 
a decision would be a statesmanlike thing. 

Meantime, members of the old board should 
make it clear that they do not mean to force the 
retirement of the new board in the event that 
the Supreme Court rules against Gov. Don- 
nelly, It should be made definite that this is a 
test case to provide guidance for the future. If 
the old board is sustained, it should, by previous 
agreement, forthwith resign in favor of the new 
board. 

On that basis, Attorney General Taylor would 
be following an obstructionist tack if he per- 

\sisted in hig efforts to block the test case at 
Jefferson City.

More than 3,000,000 men, women and chil- 
dren in the United States have syphilis, and 
St. Louis has its quota. 


There are 250,000 new infections each 

year, but only 95,000 of them are found and 
treated in the pri- 
mary and secondary 
stages of the disease. 
That leaves 155,000 
which are neither 
found nor treated in 
the period when in- 
fection is most likely 
to be transmitted to 
other people. This 
story we have from 
the United States 
Public Health Serv- 
ice. 


Tremendous strides 
have been made in 
the diagnosis and 1 0 
treatment of syphilis. Or. Harriet 8. Cory 
Doctors know how to cure cases that come 
to treatment early. Why don’t the 155,000 
avail themselves of these scientific discov- 
eries? Somewhere we must be failing to 
take full advantage of every opportunity 
for finding and treating those 155,000 un- 
discovered cases, 


We are continuing to use such devices 
as pre-marital and pre-natal blood-testing, 
pré-employment and annual blood examina- 
tions in industries, routine checking of pa- 
tients coming to hospitals, clinics and doc- 
tors’ offices, mass blood-testing where it is 
desirable and feasible, and widespread pro- 
grams of public information about the 
sources and danger of infection, But, still 
it is not enough. New techniques must be 
developed. 


Concentrating the Effort 


The Missouri Social Hygiene Association, 
a Community Chest agency, is devoting a 
large part of its time to elementary VD 
education, It completed last June a three- 
year intensive educational project in the 
city with the rather astounding figures: 


212,433 house-to-house visits distributing 
dodgers with the most pertinent 
facts about syphilis, and the hours 
and address of the Municipal VD 
Clinic. 

1,316 talks to widely diverse groups — 
to 340 of which United States Pub- 
lic Health Service films were 
shown. 

1,060 volunteers to ring doorbells and 
distribute literature, 


With that campaign behind us, we are 
now working in two of the health districts 
in the city which have the highest VD in- 
cidence. We are making an effort to see 
that every resident knows the simple facts 
about VD. An outstanding accomplishment 


in one district was getting the co-operation 
of the managers of its 12 theaters to show 
20-minute films as part of the regular after- 
noon and evening shows. They reached 
approximately 23,000 persons. 

But still people do not go for blood tests 
and treatment in the same factual way in 
which they have X-rays for tuberculosis, 
vaccination for smallpox, and , toxin-anti- 
toxin for diphtheria. The 155,000'cases rise 
like specters before those entrusted with 
VD control. We must be realistic and 
admit that the situation is different from 
any other case-finding problems, 


Some Do Not Want to Know 


There is a stigma attached to VD be- 
cause the problem is bound up with the 
strongest of human emotions and the sense 
of guilt, Some people dg not really want 
to know whether they are infected. Many 
are afraid that the test will not be confi- 
dential between the doctor and the patient 
—even though the contrary has been em- 
phasized. , 


As far as case-finding is concerned, it is 
unfortunate that there is no pain or other 
alarming symptom in early syphilis. Those 
who die of complications, whose central 
nervous systems are damaged, whose blood 
vessels and hearts are attacked, who be- 
come blind, whose babies are born dead, 
or with congenital syphilis, come mainly 
from the ranks of this undiscovered army 
of the infected who fail to get early treat- 
ment. The principal source of syphilis in- 
fection is that same undiscovered army. 

Our association decided that the most 
logical way to overcome reluctance to go 
for a blood test would be to provide acces- 
sible blood test stations in pleasant sur- 
roundings, and build up the attitude that 
getting a blood test is “the thing to do,” 
for one’s own health, the health of one’s 
family, and as one’s responsibility to the 
health of the community. 


A Case-Finding Pattern 


We are, therefore, establishing this pat- 
tern of case-finding in the two districts. 
We hope the time will come when we can 
keep a mobile unit moving out among the 
whole population. Now, instead, we ve 
two stations, Peoples Hospital and Caroline 
Mission. A very interested and active citi- 
gens’ committee has been formed, 

We are convinced that the technique is 
one which will ultimately hé accepted for 
routine procedure in VD case-finding. 

Before the First World War, these dis- 
eases were outcasts in the field of public 
health, Their names were not to be men- 
tioned. Remarkable progress has en 
made. Ignorance is no more a protection 
here thah it is against smallpox. 


That Greek Government 
From the Kansas City Star 


The British Government has properly 
asked the Government of Greece to account 
for the execution of more than 200 prison- 
ers, all officially described as “murderers,” 
since the assassination of the Minister of 
Justice in Athens. This is information 
which every responsible friend of Greek 
democracy is entitled to have. We Ameri- 
cans should be particularly interested, 


Most of the persons executed in the wake 
of the fatal attack upon Christos Ladas are 
reported to have been under detention since 
an uprising against the Government in 1944. 
If by the Greek law they merited death for 
actual (rather than political) crimes com- 
mitted at that time, the sentences obvious- 
ly should have been carried out long ago. 
The fact that the Government has ordered 
their immediate execution within a week 
of the murder of a Cabinet member, pre- 
sumably by a Communist agent, points in- 
evitably to a bloody reprisal. 

We inherited from Great Britain the task 
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of enabling the Greeks to maintain their 
independence against Communist . assaults, 
directed and actively supported by the 
neighboring countries to the north. The 
Government with which we have had to 
deal in Athens for that purpose is predom- 
inantly conservative. It has also been called 
reactionary and oppressive. To preserve 
public order against the kind of violence 
sponsored by the Communists, any govern- 
ment evidently would have to be resolute 
and, to a degree, hard-boiled. But it does 
not have to be brutal and tyrannical. 

Indeed, a government which resorts reg- 
ularly to police-state methods, ostensibly in 
defense of democracy, can easily déstroy 
confidence at home and sympathy abroad, 
The execution record, following the death 
of Mr, Ladas, urgently requires to be cleared 
up. We will be pouring our Greek aid down 
a rat-hole if we are simply enabling some 
ruthless politicians to remain in office at 
the expense of justice and democratic liber- 
ties in Greece,

HERE ARE a lot of things 

you have to do in this world

(about one and one-half pounds), 
remove thin slice from stem and 
blossom end and cut in half 
lengthwise. Melt about one-

Turn 
over, sprinkle lightly with salt, 
add two tablespoons water, cover 
and continue cooking four to six 
minutes or until squash is tender 
and liquid is almost all evapo- 
rated.

Why Girls Leave Home

T’S easy to see “why girls leave 
home,” when you see the kind 
of homes they fteave. 

The Travelers’ Aid Society of 
Boston once made a study of 64 
run-away girls, to find out why a 
youngster in her teens should 
leave the security of her own fam- 
ily and start out to battle the 
world alone. Only four of these 
girls were feeble-minded and 
simply lacked judgment, The other 
60 had reasons that seemed to 
them at least to be good. 

There were 21 who were trying 
to escape unhappy situations at 
home. This was often poverty, less 
often actual cruelty, Several of 
the girls were from wealthy 
homes, but unwilling to put up 
with the treatment they received 
from their parents.

THERE WERE 15 who seemed 
to be animated mainly by the 
spirit of adventure. ey were 
looking for excitement, or they 
merely wanted to travel. This 
nomadic impulse crops out more 
frequently in boys, around the age 
of dddlescence, but no youngster 
is immune to it. 

There were nine who ran away 
primarily because of difficulties at 
school. 

There were eight who had com- 
mitted some offense for which 
they feared punishment, and de- 
cided to “flee from the wrath to 
come.” One had borrowed and 
wrecked .a frierid’s bicycle. She 
had no money to replace it and 
knew her father was hard up, so 
she could not bear to tell him of 
the incident. She dressed in her 
best gown, which happened td be 
her confirmation dress, took her 
whole fortune (57 cents!) and set 
out for nowhere.

diabetes, arthritis, kidney ailment, 
tuberculosis, cancer, asthma, high 
blood pressure, arteriosclerosis, 


. nervous and mental disease, Each 


year these diseases cause almost 
a million deaths and are responsi- 
ble for the loss of almost a billion 
days from productive capacity. 

The depressing picture produced 
by a study of chronic diseases be- 
comes more painfully clear by a 
look at a particular community, 
For instance, in St. Louis, a sur- 
vey by the Social Planning Council 
disclosed that 188,048 persons were 
suffering from a chronic disease 
in the city and county, and of 
this number, 10,162 were invalids. 

But chronic disease, it seems, is 
impartial in sp@eading its affliction. 
Rural areas, industrial centers, 
mountainous sections, metropoli- 
tan areas report mounting tolls 
from the variety of chronic dis- 
eases to the point that medical 
and health authorities have come 
to the sober conclusion’ that. this 
is the country’s number one health 
and welfare problem today. 

The elevation of chronic illness 
to “Public Health Enemy Number 
One” is made more significant 
when it is recalled that until 
recently, patients in need of con- 
tinued care were treated almost 
like step-children by our héalth 
and medica] services, and the gen- 
eral public, Pfforts at prevention 
and control of chronic diseases 
and the rehabilitation of patients 
disabled by them were neglected 


almost as completely as was the 


provision of decent, humane care 
for these patients, 

However, of late there have beén 
signs that the _ stepchild ae 
“grown” on the medical and 
health authorities and eventually 
will receive the same treatment as 
the other “children in the medical 
and health family.” Today there is 


* 


scarcely a state, for instance, that 
isn’t vitally concerned about its 
responsibility to the long-neglected 
chronic disease patients to the 
point of at least discussing and 
planning surveys. The American 
Hospital Association, American 
Public Welfare Association, Amer- 
ican Public Health Association 
and American Medical Association 
recently issued a joint white pa- 
per oh the subject, in which they 
made a rather thorough approach 
to the problem of chronic illness. 

But the problem cannot be con- 
fined to the laboratory or the doc- 
tor’s office, or to any particular 
agency or association. Not when 
more than a million and half of 
the 25,000,000 persons suffering 
from a chronic disease are in- 
valids. Hospitals are . buiging, 
Existing nursing homes are in 
adequate to care for these 1,500,- 
000 invalids. .And higher stand- 
ards are needed all along the line. 
As much as slum clearance, traf- 
fic control, efficient school system 
and the raising of funds to con- 
quer a chronic disease, the care 
of the chronically ill has become 


a community problem.

consulted it for guidance in serv- 
ing their chronically ill, and its 
brisk-mannered, attractive direc- 
tor, Miss Edna Nicholson, spends 
almost half her time visiting other 
cities to hammer home her theme 
that a well-planned community 
program, calling on all resources 
availiable, is the solution. Locally, 
the agency has been an invalu- 
able crutch for families, hos- 


pitals, doctors, social agencies and 


other seeking information on 
what to do for the chronically 
ill. Last year, the agency handled 
2000 such calls for information, 
but more important, helped 90 in- 
dividuals dnd groups needing ad- 
vie on the operation of homes 
and institutions to care for the 
chronically ill. 

This last service is probably the 
agency’s most important contribu- 
tion to the community. For, as 
Miss Nicholson puts it, “Our fa- 
cilities for ‘taking care of the 
growing numbers of people sick 


and disabled who have no place 


to which to turn to help make 
their closing days of life more 
nearly. bearable, are shocking. 
Conditions at their homes often 
prevent members of their families 
giving them proper care. Chron- 
ically ill patients often need hos- 
pital care; more hospital facilities 
adapted for chronic cases are 
needed. Adding together all the 
beds available in general hospi- 
tals, nursing homes, homes for in- 
curables, homes for the aged and 
the county poorhouses, the total 
is just about half of the number 
of beds required for patients now

Correction of Children

N most of the homes in this 
| country the father is away all 

through the working hours of 
the day, and the mother is at 
home in charge of the household 
and the children, She has a busy 
day. All the problems of an active 
life are hers to solve, She must 
deal with the butcher and the 
baker and the electric light man, 
with the shops and with the do- 
ings of the neighbors and the 
neighbors' children—all the while 
kéeping watch and guard over 
her own children. 

No children ever grow up with- 
out giving their mother and fa- 
ther hours of toil and trouble. 
Nor do they grow up into intelli- 
gent men and women without 
guidance and discipline to make 
‘them so, This duty falls mainly 
on the mother because she is 
with them most of the day.

WHEN CHILDREN need Cor- 
rection they need it promptly, be- 
cause their memories are short 
and, unless the correction fol- 
lows the mistake immediately, 
they are likely to miss the con- 
nection.

Orange Refrigerator Cookies 


Two and one-half cups sifted 
enriched all-purpose flour, one- 
fourth teaspoon baking soda, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one cup 
butter or fortified margarine, one 
and one-half cups sugar, four and 
one-half teaspoons grated orange 
rind, two tablespoons orange juice, 
one egg. 

Sift flour, baking soda and salt. 


Cream butter or margarine, add 


one-half cup: sugar gradually, and 
cream together until light and 
fluffy. Add 2 teaspoons orange 
rind, orange juice and beat vigor- 
ously. Add dry ingredients, mixing 
until well blended. Shape into four 
rolls i-inch in diameter. Wrap 
rolls individually in waxed paper 
and chill ig refrigerator until 
firm. Remove rolls from refriger- 
ator one at a time to keep as 
firm as possible. Slice thin with 
with a sharp knife, using a saw- 
ing motion, and place on slightly 
greased baking sheet. Mix to- 
gether remaining 1 cup sugar and 
remaining two and one-half tea- 
spoons orange rind; sprinkle 
lightly on top of each cooky. Bake 
in hot (400 F.) oven about 10 to 
12 minutes. Makes eight dozen 
(96) cookies.. 
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in need of care. The result is 
that today we find patients scat- 
tered through boarding houses, 
hotels, rooming houses and other 
places not equipped to offer care

These bitter truths about the 
lack of proper facilities explain 
why Miss holson and her staff 
put so mu emphasis on estab- 
lishing more ‘nursing homes, 
These, plus the receipt of scores 
of appeal letters, such as this: 
“My mother, aged 65, fell and 
broke her hip several months ago. 
She is now able to sit up in a 
wheelchair in the hospital, but 
they are insisting we bring her 
home. With two children and 
lack of room in our apartment 
this just can’t be done. Nor can 
we afford to keep her in the hos- 
pital. We are people of modest 


means and could pay for her care. 
in a nursing home, if we could 


only find one.” Then there was 
the restaurant owner who said he 
was willing to pay.$100 a month to 
a nursing home to care for an old 
employe, who had worked for him 
25 years before getting sick, and 


couldn't find one with room avail 


able. *

HE Central Service for the 
Chronically Il, in beating the 
drums for more and better 
nursing homes by periodic surveys, 
provides individuals and groups 
interested in establishing such in- 


stitutions with advice on how to 
plan the home and care for the 


patients. 

Probably equal to its services in 
providing recommended stand- 
ards for nursing homes is the 
agency’s accumulation of facts 
and figures on the chronically ill, 
so that citizens may be aroused 
to action. Like the fact that life 
expectancy has increased by 20 
years since the turn of the cen- 
tury, from 46 to 66, 

“Half a century ago 14 out of 
every 15 deaths were due to acute 
diseases, which struck suddenly 
and ended quickly, after the pa- 
tient had been ill but a week or 
10 days,” says Miss Nicholson. 
“Last year in the United States, 
the four leading chronic diseases 
—heart disease, cancer, cerebral 
hemorrhage and = nephritis—ac- 
counted for two thirds of all 
deaths. Now, a patient may be 
sick weeks, months or years be- 
fore death finally comes. In 1900 
one person in 25 was 65 or older. 
In 1980 the ratio is expected to 
be one in 10.” 

Miss Nicholson said that fewer 
than one third of all invalids are 
65 years or older, that the majori- 
ty are in the middle years, and, 
very significantly, “16 per cent of 
all persons with known chronic 


disease are under 25/years of age.” 


Surprisingly enough, too, is the 
fact that only 5 per cent of the 
aged in need of care are unable 
to pay anything, 40 per cent can 
pay up to $100 a month, while 
more than half are able to buy all 
their care, if facilities were avail- 
able.

survey of its chronically ill, and 
other communities engaged in like 
studies, Miss Nicholson says: “It is 
not enough for a community to 
bring together a planning commit- 
tee, sponsor a survey and receive a 
handsomely bound report, No mat- 
ter how complete and practical 
the survey’s recommendations, 
they will not produce better serv- 
ices in the community if activity 
stops there. Having a map in 
our hands will not get us to our 
destination. Continued communi- 
ty effort over a long period of 
time, in order to keep up with 
the advances being made in the 
treatment of the chronically ill, is 
essential. And I cannot Oover- 
emphasize planning and co-ordina- 
tion, for there are Many organiza- 
tions involved—or should be—in 
the solution of the broad prob- 
lem. 

It's a smart state legislator 
who'll get behind a program to 
raise the standards of nursing 
homes in his state. Countless vot- 
ers with aging parents and rela- 
tives are interested, and, for that 
matter, not one of us is getting 
any younger.” |
